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A^IENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS; 

Claim 1. (Previously Presented): A taste masking composition comprising (a) 
micropellets containing an antibiotic wherein said micropellets have (b) an inner coaling 

consisting essentially of at least one cellulose polymer selected from the group consisting of 
hydroxypropylm ethyl cellulose, hydroxyprop\l cellulose, methyl cellulose, ethyl cellulose, 
carboxymethylethyl cellulose, sodium carboxymethyl cellulose, ethylcarboxyethyl cellulose, 
and combinations thereof and (c) an outer coating comprising an enteric coating polymer, 
wherein said coated micropellets have a particle size of about 100 |.im to about 650 ^m. 

Claim 2. (Original): The composition according to Claim 1 wherein the antibiotic has 
a particle size of about 0.1 |im to about 100 |im.

Claim 4. (Currently Amended): The composition according to Claim 5 1, wherein the 
cellulose polymer is selected from the group consisting of hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose and 
hydroxypropyl cellulose. 

Claim 5. (Original): The composition according to Claim 4. wherein the cellulose 
polymer is hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose. 

Claim 6. (Original): The composition according to Claim 1, wherein the enteric 
coating is selected from the group consisting of cross-linked pol>'vinyl pyrrolidone; non-cross 
linked polyvin\ Ipyrrolidone; hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose phthalate. hydroxypropylmethyl 
cellulose acetate succinate, cellulose acetate succinate; cellulose acetate phthalate, 
hydro.xypropylmethyl cellulose acetate succinate, cellulose acetate trimellitate, hydroxypropyl 
methyl cellulose phthalate; hydroxypropyl methyl cellulose acetate succinate; starch acetate 
phthalate; pol>'\ inyl acetate phthalate; carbo.xymethyl cellulose; methyl cellulose phthalate: 
methyl cellulose succinate; methyl cellulose phthalate succinate; methyl cellulose phthalic acid 
half ester; ethyl cellulose succinate; carboxymethylamide: potassium 
methacrylatedi\ inylbenzene copolymer; polyvinylalcohols; polyoxyethyleneglycols: 
polyethylene glycol; sodium alginate: galactomannone; carboxypolymethylene; sodium 
carbo.xymethyl starch; copolymers of acrjlic acid and/or methacrv lie acid with at least one 
monomer selected from the group consisting of methyl methacrylate, ethyl methacrylate. ethyl 
acrv'late, but>i methacrylate, hexyl methacrj late, decyl methacrylate, laurx'l methacrj late, 
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phenyl meihacn late, methyl acrylate. isopropyl acrylate, isobutyl acrylaie, and octadecyl 
acryiate: polyvinyl acetate; fats; oils; waxes; fatty alcohols; shellac; gluten; ethylacr\ iate- 
maleic acid anhxdride copolymer: maleic acid anhydride-vinyl methyl ether copolymer; styrol- 
maleic acid copolymer; 2-ethyl-hexyl-acr>'latc maleic acid anhydride; crotonic acid-vinyl 
acetate copolymer; glutaminic acid/glutamic acid ester copolymer; 
carboxymethylethylcellulose glycerol monooctanoate; polyarginine; poly(ethylene); 
poly(propylenc): poly(ethylene oxide); poiy(ethylene terephthalate): poly(vinyl isobut>'l ether); 
poly(vinyl chloride); polyiirethane, and combinations thereof. 

Claim 7. (Original): The composition according to Claim 6, wherein the enteric 
coating is selected from the group consisting of a copolymer of methacrylic acid and methyl 
methacr\ late, and a copolymer of methacrylic acid and ethyl acrylate. 

Claim 8. (Original): The composition according to Claim 7, wherein the enteric 
coating is a poly(methacr\'lic acid, ethyl acrylate) 1 : 1 . 

Claim 9. (Original): The composition according to Claim I, wherein the amount of 
antibiotic is from about 1 wt. % to about 80 wt. %. based on the total weight of the micropellet. 

Claim 10. (Original): The composition according to Claim 9. wherein the amount of 
antibiotic is from about 5 wi. % to about 50 wt. %, based on the total weight of the micropellet. 

Claim 11. (Original): The composition according to Claim 1 0, wherein the amount of 
antibiotic is from about 20 wl. % to about 35 wt. %. based on the total weight of the 
micropellet. 

Claim 12. (Original): The composition according to Claim 1 in the form of an oral 
suspension, capsule, caplet, powder, or tablet. 

Claim 13. (Original): An oral suspension comprising the composition according to 
Claim 1.
